ROME, May 13 (U.R) — Premier 
Alclde De Oasperl resigned today 
with his entire coaUti(»i cabinet, 
yielding to the heavy pressure gen- 
erated by his efforts to cut down or 
eliminate communist Influence In 
the government.

He went 
at once to deliver the cabinet resig- 
nation to President Enrico De 
Nicola.

The cabinet resignation followed 
an expression of reserve by Pletro 
Nennl's Soclallat party on De Oas- 
perl's program for enlarging the 
cabinet by bringing In all parties.

The crisis came after 10 days of 
troubled Jockeying. De Oagperi's 
own Christian Democrat party as- 
sailed his "wealuiess" and failure 
to break with the communists.

Indications of American Influence 
seemed unmistakable in the moves 
to weaken leftist power In Italy. The 
n. 6. embassy, however, said that 
"we have never given any advice to 
De Gasperi and he haa not asked 
for any," 

But on his trip to the United 
States, De Gasperi had decided to 
try lo form a govertmient without 
communists. 

He returned with promises . 
large loans and a firm Intention of 
ousting the communists, but his 
January shakeup of the government 
failed to achieve that objective be- 
cause of a party spilt.

Steele was 
thrown from th* seat but, when he 
regained consciousness, the next 
morning, he found his right arm was 
mashed and caught between the 
door and the tide of the car as it 
lay on-lts side. 

VeUed Every Day 

He was helpless, and In terrible 
pain. 

"Every hour ol every day 1 yelled," 
he said. "I didn't have anything to 
eat or drink except two packages 
of gum. I ate the last piece Just 
before they found me." 

His thirst grew intense, and he 
was tortured by the sight of water 
In a small creek, bed- only 10 feel 
from him. 

Doctors said Steele probably would 
have died of thh-st and shock In a 
few more hours.

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AGREEMENT THROUGH EXHAUSTION 
A significant sldelinht on the technique of 
Soviet diplomacy is found in the remark by 
Premier Stalin which Secretary Marshall 
quoted In his report on the Moscow confer- 
ence. Alter people have exhausted themselves 
in dispute, the premier told Mr. Marshnll. 
they then recognize the necessity of com- 
promise. 

The essence of Mr. Stalin's polite observa- 
tion Is that the best way for two men to pettfc 
an argument is for them to knock themselves 
out fighting first of all, and then try to settle 
things reasonably. 

That is Indeed a primitive tcchnlciuc. It Is 
the technique ot war, which the United Na- 
tions was meant to discredit and abolish. 

But we wonder If Mr. Stalin was being en- 
tirely frank when he made this rather medi- 
tative statement. Does a man or a govern- 
ment really set out to settle disputes in the 
manner described? Or Isn't the premier's 
solution Instead a matter of second choice? 

When an aggressor nation resorts to war 
to settle a dispute, it has no thought of reach- 
ing a compromise through mutual exhaus- 
tion. E^austion, surely— but only on the 
other side. 

ThlB seems to be the policy of negotiation 
that Ruasia brought into her postwar deal- 
ings with her allies. It is evident, from the 
course that Soviet representatives have pur- 
sued, that their government was pushing 
toward goals aa definite as military objec- 
tives. And it was pushli}K toward them with 
the suAtalnad intensity of a military attack. 

It is tills technique that sets Russian di- 
plomacy apart. The usual diplomatic system 
Is to strike as good a bargain as possible, but 
to get an agreement in any event. 

Not BO with the Russians. They admit to 
no question of the lightness of their views. 
. When resistance Is weak, as in the Baltic 
and Balkan countries, they win their objec- 
tives simply by ove^helming the opposition. 
When reiustance 1« stronger they light, as 
the Bo^AtUcs did in the 1917 civil war. 

(Jompromlse Is only a last resort. The So- 
viets have flhowed little evidence of it 5lnce 
the war ended. They have used the veto and 
the walkout In the U. N. to turn even a stale- 
mate to their advantage. The deadlocked 
conferences of the foreign ministers have 
given Russia more time to recover and re- 
build. 

It Is-unfortunate that-we- must-be a part of 
thla diplomatic war of attrition. It Is also 
dangerous. But since we are In it, wc nmy 
take comfort In the fact that Mr. Marshall 
is on the Job. In pursuing military tactics 
ot negotiation, the Russians arc up against 
a man who Is no mean tactician himself. 

Wheii Mr. Stalin speaks ot exhausted peo- 
ple recognizing the need for compromise, ho 
may be assuming that America la approach- 
ing that frame ot mind. Our lack of an 
"ideology" Imposed by government and en- 
forced by secret police must ncem to him a 
fatal weakness. But ho tmderestlniatc.i us. 
When agreement docs come It must bo be- 
cause the Soviets arc willing to give In and 
be reasonable. Until then. It brhonvr-i Ihl.s 
country to keep up Iti^ moral, phy.slcal, ami 
military strength.

CEMETERIES— Many readers have asked for copies 
or letters published In this column some months ago 
on the question of bringing home the bodies of relatives 
killed overseas. They think thi sentiments expressed 
therein might aid bereaved psrenu or other kin In 
making up their minds on whether to have the bodies 
returned or to let them remain ovoneaa. 

It 1.S Impoeslble to answer sll these communications, 
but here Is the purport of the earlier reiponMc on 
this problem. One came from an army chaplain 
who had burled many boys on Okinawa. He urged 
parents to let their sons Us In overseas cemeteries, 
describing them ns "beautlfu], sacred, well-kept jnd 
hallowed spots." 

Two ai's ako wrote In, saying that, in their opinion, 
most of their buddies preferred to remain burled over- 
seas It they fell In battle. They thought that the re- 
turn ot their bodies would only renew their relaUvcs' 
anguUih. 

Many mothers and sisters, however, took an entirely 
opposite view, as was to be expected. Unlike Mrs. 
Qcorgc S. Patlon, v;ho has argued against removing 
the bodies, they, say that they will never be able to 
afford an expensive trip to their boy's grave, and 
would like him to rest In a neighboring cemetery. 

POTATOES— Tlie writer has been burled under tons 
of potato mall ever since he explained, after con- 
sultation with AAA olflclals, that spuds allowed to 
rot could not be shipped to overseas hungry bccau.se 
they were too perishable, too bulky, too wasteful on 
accoiml ot water content etc. I have received clippings 
From Concord, N. II..

But the teamstcra' union has 
about 900,000 "mcmbeta."

Nevertheless, there are councils 
and conference* and official jlubll- 
catloTu or propaganda outlets, and, 
as in public government, the politics 
of enormous unions Involvu Jobs 
and the bosses iTuUd up internal pat- 
ronage machine*. 

Many local unions get Into trouble 
with the higher Jurlidlctloni and 
are administered under trusteeahlps 
which are roughly analogous to the 
protectorates that Adolf HlUcr 
established In territories which he 
-rescued.'" Like the fat receiverships 
in our federal courts union, these 
trusteeships are patronage Jobs, too: 
lawyers luxuriate In them. 

Mr. Tobln haa proposed that the 
teamsters' union release and disown 
some categories of "membership"* 
such aa little girls doing clerical 
work, embalmera who were claimed 
orlgliully because the product upon 
which they work Is presently con- 
veyed over the road, and the milk- 
ers on some west coast dairy farms, 
oddly called "teamsters." 

Mr. Tobln would lop off perhaps 
300,000 ot these and coiicentrate the 
union's Interests In veritable team- 
sters, but some of the other politi- 
cians have demurred because so 
many members of whatever charac- 
ter mean so many delegates In the 
rutlonal convention.

The southern authorities Indicated

oitlcen at Houston, home town of 
the two men. have nqu>Btecl that 
they be turned over to them when 
Louisiana has finished with them. 
One burglary alone of which they 
are suspected netted 17,000. officers 
said. 

Although pointing out that ttat« 
law authorizes an arrest without a 
warrant only when the death pen- 
alty or life Imprisonment ti Involved. 
District Judge James W. Porter 
Monday afternoon quashed a writ 
of habeas inrpufl request which 
the brothers sought to gahi their 
freedom on the technlcaUty that 
they were temporarily held without 
a warrant. 

Wife FUm FetlUoD 

The petition was tiled Bsturdiy by 
Wandn Louvlere. who stated she Is 
the wife of Joseph B. louvlere. The 
petitioner contended that Police 
Chief Howard W. QlUetU was hold- 
ing (ha brothers In the city Jail 
without warrants. 

' At the time of the heartng, aillette 
held five felony warrants brought 
here Sunday evemng by four Loui- 
siana officers who came here to take 
custody of the Louvlere brothers, 
aillette also held a Justice court fug- 
itive warrant for the brothers charg- 
ing them with fleeing the stats of 
Louisiana to avoid Jhstlce, 
'Tnmtped Up" 
Walker, attorney for the Louvlerea, 
told the court that, although the 
Imprisonment of the Louvlerea 
might have been legal at the time 
of the hearing, It was illegal tmtll 
Monday morning. He asserted their 
original arrest had been "trumped 
up." 

Representing aUlette in the ac- 
tion were County Attorney Erverett 
M, Sweeley anil City Attorney J. H, 
Blandford, Sweeley argued that the 
arrests were then legal. OlUette was 
the only witness to testify. Walker 
questioned him as to details of the 
original arrest, and Sweeley Inter- 
rogated him on subsequent events. 

Judge Porter, In quashing the writ 
of habeas corpus, stated that the ar 
rests appeared unlawful When madi 
and pointed out that suspects can 
not be arrested without warrants ex- 
cept when a desth penalty or life 
imprisonment sre Involved. 
Not Above Lai* 

He declared that he knou-s officers 
do not observe the laws of arrest, 
and pointed out that law enforce- 
ment officers are not above the law. 
The Judge also said he ai^eclated 
the difficulties Involved In olllcers 
ol one state arrcitlng suspects for 
officers of another state, but de- 
plored the methods used. 

However, Judge Porter said, the 
court can cotuli^er the conditions at 
the time of the hearing when, he 
added, the arrest of the brothers ap- 
peared legal. After pointing out that 
no useful purpose would be served 
by releasing them, he quashed the 
writ of hsbeaa corpus. 

The Judge then remsnded the 
Louvleires to the Ptislody of the ar- 
resting officers. OUlette in turn gave 
custody of them to the county iher- 
tlf, pending completion of the ex- 
tradition process instituted by the 
Louisiana officers.
